Details Are Now Being Arranged, With 
the State’s Assistance, For Repro­ 
duction of Historic Conflict Between 
the Forces of “Old Tip” and Tecum­ 
seh^ Braves Near Lafayette — Gov. 
ernor Marshall WHI Attend. 


Indianapolis, Oct. 4.—Governor Mar­ 
shall, in answer to a request from a 
special committee from Lafayette in 
charge cf the preparations for observ­ 
ing the 100th anniversary of the bat­ 
tle of Tippecanoe, Nov. 6 and 7, has 
agreed to help the committee in ob­ 
taining blank cartridges to be used 
in a mimic battle to be staged on the 
Tippecanoe battlefield, reproducing as 
nearly as possible the fight between 
the federal forces under General Wil­ 
liam Henry Harrison and the Indians 
under command of the Prophet. Brig­ 
adier General Charles A. Garrard, 
quartermaster general of the Indiana 
national guard, has gone to Lafayette 
to confer with President Stone of Pur­ 
due university concerning the ammu­ 
nition bleeds of the Purdue cadets, who 
will represent the federal forces, and 
the committee from the Order of Red 
Men, who will have 300 members to 
represent the Indians. In addition to 
helping supply the ammunition, the 
governor told the committee he would 
attend the celebration and make an 
address. 
Fifteen hundred dollars has been ap­ 
propriated by the county of Tippeca­ 
noe and city of Lafayette for the cele­ 
bration of the centennial.

to suggest to him a reason for the pur­ 
pose he indicated, only to find my 
father pulling me dow n in my seat and 
saying: ‘Will, don’t you know* enough 
to know’ that when the court is going 
with you to let it go?’ ” 
(Illuminates the Situation. 
That happy little anecdote illumin­ 
ates the situation more clearly than 
volumes 
of 
painstaking argument 
could do it. 
We have visited more 
than half a dozen states. Iowa, Kan­ 
sas and Nebraska were supposed to be 
insurgent. Suggestions had come that 
Mr. Taft’s reception iii some of these 
states—more especially the “insur­ 
gent” ones—would be cold and for­ 
mal. 
The suggestion, or threat, did 
not deter the president. 
He seemed 
to realize at the outset—if he didn’t at 
the outset, lie did before w*e left Iowa 
—that in this regard the wish had 
been father to the thought. For in the 
territory heretofore branded as most 
radically insurgent, the people have 
been most demonstratively enthusias­ 
tic. If Mr. Taft’s trip had been under­ 
taken merely for the purpose of sound­ 
ing the sentiment of the country, he 
might well adopt the advice given him 
by his father, as related at the Ottum­ 
wa dinner, and “let it go.” 
Perfect Candor and Sincerity. 
But the purpose of the president 
goes much beyond that, and another 
month of travel is before him. 
And 
wherever he has gone he has delighted 
the vast crow’ds 
to whom he has 
spoken by the candor and the sincer­ 
ity of his manner and the earnestness 
of his desire to take them Into his con­ 
fidence. “If you are in office,’’ he said 
to a,. Nebraska audience, “if you have 
been trying to do things that you deem 
to be right, and if you think you can 
add a little light to show why they are 
right, there is a very strong feeling in 
your breast of a desire for expression, 
and if you can make that expression 
of a character that shall not be de- 
nunciatpry, that shall not be partisan 
in form, but merely in a quasi-judicial 
wTay to state your reasons for your 
action, I believe it helps to clarify the 
situation. The president is more than 
a mere titular head of the government 
with cabinet ministers who alone are 
responsible. 
He is responsible him­ 
self, not only for himself, but for hi3 
cabinet ministers, and I think, under 
the Anglo-Saxon method of trying 
criminals, they are entitled to be heard 
before they are condemned.” 
Has the Crowds With Him. 
Wherever he resorts to that form of 
introduction, there is applause, or, bet­ 
ter still, a settling down in their seats 
of an expectant and obviously sympa­ 
thetic audience. 
Usually this exordi­ 
um leads him to a discussion of the 
Tariff vetofs, tfie 6nS particular sub­ 
ject on which discussion w’as most 
constantly in demand. 
The clearness 
and simplicity with which he explain­ 
ed his tariff action made so direct an 
appeal to the intelligence and fair play 
of his audience, that it has never fail­ 
ed of effect. 
All through this “Insur­ 
gent” 
country 
he has 
made that 
speech, and all through this country 
audiences have followed his words in 
respectful attention to the very end. 
I have seen a crowd of 6,000 remain to 
the end in an Iowa rainstorm. I have 
seen an audience of 10,000 stand in the 
blistering Kansas sun and not melt 
aw’ay, even at the fringes. 
Entirely 
Impatient of the little tricks of oratory 
that lead the speaker to an occasional 
climax In order to give opportunity 
for outbursts of applause, President 
Taft hurries on to the end of his nar­ 
rative, permitting no interruption even 
when, with emphasis, he declares: 
“And I’m going to veto any bill I don’t 
approve, as long as I’m president of 
the United States.”

tures of plant food. 
The pioneer 
growers saw little and knew less of 
the fungus disease. 
Apple growing 
was apparently unham pered by the 
effort and scientific thought that is 
necessary 
now. 
Perfect, 
ripened 
fruit was the reward, not dollars and 
cents, brought the 
rewards 
which 
the pioneers sought. 


As the state emerged from its pio­ 


neer 
conditions, 
as 
forests 
were 
cleared, railroad> and highways were 
built, 
and 
as 
settlements 
became 
thicker, the codling moth, the cureu- 
lic came over the routes fold wed by 
the 
inflowing 
population, without 
doubt coming in the fruit and, trees 
brought by the settlers. 
A- the dis­ 
tance between the orchards became 
less, the enemies of fruit ami trees 
multiplied and found it

W ith Promises of a Searching Investi­ 


gation on the Part cf the State it 


Looks ss Though the Lid is to Be 


Really Lifted From the Scandal of 


the Eayless Dam — Governor Tener 


W ill Him self Make Investigation. 


Austin, Pa., Oct. 4.—From the scan­ 
dal of the Bayless dam It looks as 
though the lid was to be really lifted 
and the story told of how the dwell­ 
ers in the Sinnamahoning valley, be­ 
fore their homes were given over to 
flood and fire, lived in constant dread 
of the ill-constructed concrete barrier 
that for two years alone intervened 
between them and death and ruin. 
Harry W. Nelson, the district attorney 
of Potter county, said that he would 
exercise the power of coroner and 
woukl held an inquest which would in­ 
clude a searching investigation of the 
causes which led up to the breaking 
of the dam. 
The district attorney de­ 
clared that the bad condition of the 
Bayless dam before it finally broke 
and swept two thriving communities 
to destruction was too serious a mat­ 
ter for a justice of the peace to inves­ 
tigate, and that he had decided to im­ 
panel a jury himself and personally 
probe the disaster. 
Deputy Attorney General Hargest 
has been directed by Attorney General
